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1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the features "bayonets 
types and wall socket plug-in types" in claim 3 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled 
from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement-drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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3. Claims 3-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. Claim 3, lines 3-4, it is unclear how the engagement could be bayonet types 
and wall socket plug in types. Applicant should clarify this manner and provide in the 
specification the structure relationship between the second end of the adapter and the 
household electrical socket engagement that has bayonet types and wall socket plug-in 
types. Claim 4, it is unclear what advantage for the engagement to be connected with a 
universal electrical connector since it is not sure how the universal connector could be 
mounted in the wall appliance with all different type of the terminators which being 
extended through the wall appliance. Applicant should clarify this manner and provide 
in the specification the structural relationship between the universal connector and the 
wall appliance. 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - • 

5. (b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 1, 2, 8 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Boulos et al. 

The disclosure of Boulos provides a complete response to each and every 
element set forth in the claim. For example, fig. 3 shows an adapter 35 comprising a 
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first end including a portion 33, a top portion of the adapter is read as the recited 
junction box, a second end 77, an electrical socket engagement 39 and a wall 
household appliance (25, 29, 35). 

As to claim 8, the first end having an open topped housing and a flange (not 
labeled) extending outwardly from an outer surface of the side wall. 

As to claim 10, the claim recite method steps substantially corresponding to the 
connector of claims 1-2, therefore, it is rejected under the similar rationale. 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 3-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Boulos et al in view of Al-Turki and Propp. 

Insofar as the claims can be understood, Boules does not show the engagement 
being bayonet type and socket plug in type. The bayonet and socket plug in type are 
old and well know in the art. For example, Al-Turki, fig. 1 shows a bayonet type (54, 62) 
and Propp, fig. 7 shows a socket plug in type. It would have been obvious to one with 
skill in the art to modify the engagement of Boulos connector by forming the 
engagement with bayonet and socket plug in types, as taught by Al-Turlin and Propp, in 
order to achieve the desired connection. 
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As to claims 4-7, insofar as the claims can be understood, a universal electrical 
connector wired to the engagement having terminators of different types, being parallel 
connected, being a wire having a stripped end portion, being a push-in-type connector 
and being wire to the engagement through a mated pair of jacks are old and well known 
in the art as described in the specification and therefore such changes would have been 
an obvious of modification to achieve better connection for the wall household 
appliance. 

9. Claim 9 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

10. Wilson et al, Lucero, Michelin, Lemaster, Huang and Robinson, Jr. et al are 
cited for disclosure of adapters.
